pawn-broker was taken before the 
C.8.P., who retained the jewellory. Mr, 
Mattingley then wrote to tho ©.8.P. 


submitting that it wag not within his 
jurisdiction to order tho return of 
Jewellery,’ whereupon the article waa 
returned to the pawn-broker, and the 
present application was the result, 

Evidence was given to the effect that 
the piece of jewellery, a guld star, had 
been presented by Mr. Ng Hon Tsz to 
the gon of bis friend, who had affixed it 
to his cap, which was gubsequently vithor 
snatched or lost. Later on, an amah in- 
formed Mr. Ng Hon Taz that she noticed 
the star in a shop, end Mr. Ng Hon Tax 
identified it as his property, 

Inapector Murivon contended that it 
waa incumbent upon the pawn-hroker to 
make enquiries, when the article waa 
pawned, as to where the person had ob- 
tained it. 

Tho pawn-broker stated that as there 
was nothing uncommon about the article 
he did not pay particular attention to 
it. Tho boy did not look a respectable 
person. 

Mr. Ng Hon Taz stated that the design 
for the star bad been suggested by his 
wife, and he did not think it wag com- 
mon for boys to wear gold stars on their 
caps. 

Mr. Maltingley submitted that if the 
article was ordered to be returned the 
pawn-broker should be paid the amount 
he lent on it. The pawn-broker was in 
an extraordinarily diffienlt position, be- 
cause he could not detain a man merely 
on sugpicton. Besides, -the article wag o 
very common one, and therg wag nothing 
to rrouse the suspicion of the pawn- 
broker. If he detained a man on- suspi- 
sion he stoog the risk of being summoned 
for damages if his suspicions proved to 
be unfounded. 

The Magistrate stated that the pawn- 
broker wag protected by the Ordinance, 
but this argument wag vitiated by Mr. 
Mattingley, who said’ the Ordinance ex- 
pressly said ‘ reasonable cauge,”’ 

Inspector Murison reminded — tho 
Magistrate that the pawn-broker him- 
self had stated that the boy did not 
appear to be respectable. 

The Magistrate remarked that he 
meant that the boy was not dressed like 
a gentleman, He considered the pawn- 
broker was partly to blame for not mak- 
ing inquiries. He ordered the return of 
the article on part payment to the pawn.

DISPOSITION OF THB 
’ BRITISH NAVY. 


Britons throughout the world will 
welcome the announcement that in 
future the British Navy will be divided 
into a Home Fleet and seven foreign 
sguadrong stationed in the Atlantic, 
West Atlantic and Mediterrancan, at 
the Capo, South America, the East 
Indieg and China. The China Squadron 
wag gradually reduced from 1902 
onwards, all the battleships being with- 
drawn in 1905. This change became 
possibly after the Russo-Japancse War, 
when, in view of the fact that our Far 
Eastern Ally undertook to a large extent 
the duties porformed up to that time by 
the British Navy, it wag not considered 
necessary to maintain such a strong 
British squadron in thesp waters 
formerly. That was the explanation 
given at the time, and, ag far as it went, 
it wag true. But whilo Japan’s co- 
operation made the withdrawal possible, 
it was the growing menace of the Ger- 
man Navy, in the North Sea, which made 
it necessary, in order that we might have 
ag many ships og possible near Home. 
That this policy wag fully justified was 
shown’ in 1914, when, 08 a consequence 
of the strategi disposition of our sea- 
forces, we were able to pon tho powerfal 
German High Scag Flect within its own 
barbours directly war way declared. 
Nevorthcloss, it wag very much resented 
at the time by overseas Britons, who 
feared that it would bo interpreted by 
foreign nations os o sign that the 
trident was slipping from Britannia’s 
grasp. This four was not without 
foundation, but. tho lesser of two evils had 
to be chosen. Happily, thy danger in 
the North Sea hay now disappeared, and 
it is possible onoo again ‘to show tho 
fing” in distant watern, in some of 
which it hos boon rarely scon of recent 
years. Ag a result of this change, any 
prestige which we ‘snny have lost in the

The present insecurity 
of our tenure naturally arrests develop- 
ment. Another question which arises out 
of the new disposition of the Navy is 
that of the future of Cyprus. The 
island, which is the third largest in the 
Mediterranean, taken from the 
Turks and occupied by the British under 
the Treaty of Berlin. Soon after the 
outbrenk of war it was formally annexed 
by Great Britain with the full concur- 
rence of the inhabitants. Later on, it 
was offered to Grecee by Sir Enwarp 
Grey, wilhout consulting Parliament, as 
an inducement to her to join the Allies, 
but the offer was not accepted. Now tho 
request is being mado that Cyprus may 
be ceded to Greece. While fully porsuad- 
ed that, if there is any quch thing as poli-

tical gratitude, ‘ British and Greek in-] 


teresia will always be identical," the wis- 
dom may be doubted of placing in the 
handg of a gmall and weak nation, from 
which it might bo rudely torn, this 
island situated at a point where our sca 
commupications with the Near and 
Middl, East could be threatened. Our 
experience in connection with Heligo- 
land should gerve to make us cautious. 
The ehort-sightedness of Lord Satissuny 
in exchanging that island for German 
territories in Africa cost us dear during 
the late war. Lying lesa than thirty 
miles off the mouths of the Elbo. and 
Weser, Heligoland forma the apex of 
the triangle in which the enemy’s naval 
bases were situated, and its possession by 
Germany very seriously hampered the 
activities of our Navy. ‘There is no 
mention, so far, of its return to Great 
Britain, which held it from 1807 till 
1890, but the terme of the Armistice pro- 
vide that its fortifications shall be dis- 


mantled.
